Toronto, April 23.—Mr. W. J. 
Graves, of monton, called on the 
mayor this morning in company with 
Controller Harrison. Mr. Graves is 
a former Torontonian, but would not 
now leave his present home for his 
former one. f 

He is full of the great expansion 
of his adopted city, which he pre- 
dicts will some day show Toronto how 
to conduct civic affairs, j 

“We own all our public utilities, 
and are operating them in the inter- 
ests of the city,” he said, “and are 
this year spending $400,000 on public 
works. Six miles of street railway 
lines are being constructed, and the 
same amount of new pavements.” 

Holds 2,000 Acres. 

The only incubus under which Ed- 
montan labors, accordmg to Mr. 
Graves, is the fact that the Hudson’s 
Bay Company holds 2,000 acres of 
land in the heart of the city, which 
it will neither improve nor sell. 

“But we get back at the company 
o some extent,” he said. “We have 
the single tax system in operation, | 
and they pay just as high taxes | as | 
though their land was improved. 

The large holding of the company, 
however, prevents streets being run | 
through the, town at points where | 
they are much needed, and is in oth- 
er ways a serious drawback.

R. Hearst has decided to be a can- 
didate for President was generally re- 
cognized by politicians when they 
read his speech uttered at Jefferson 
dinner, in Hotel Savoy, the other 
night. His plan to have independent 
leagues formed in all doub States 
was not taken to mean that he would 
be a third party candidate, although 
he has said the two old parties ought 
not to be considered by the people. 
The impression 1s that Hearst will at- 
tempt to get the delegates to the De- 
mocratic National convention from 
New York, New Jersey, Hlinois, Ohio, 
and other big states, and then attempt 
to stampede the convention by his 
show of strength in the tiational Inde- 
pendence League.

“So that, during these five years, in 
their endeavor to meet the most grat- 
ifying growth of the country’s busi- 
ness, the shareholders of this com- 
pany put back into the property cash 
to the large amount of $72,000,000, an 
average of over $14,000,000 per annum 
or about two and one half times the 
sum that they had received during 
the same pericd in dividends on their 
shares. 

“When one takes into account the 
labor, the material and the organiza- 
tion necessary to judiciously expend 
such a vast sum of money in five 
years, the marvel is that so much was 
accomplished. But more would have 
been done if it were possible. In- 
deed, several large works for which 
money had been appropriated last 

ear wete catried over because of our 
nability to get them completed. 

“We have an order to-day for de- 
livery during the next four or five 
years, rolling stock equipment to the 
value of $11,808.14 and we hope to 
have it all in service before the au- 
tumn business commences to ingve. 
So that you see that there has been 
no disposition on the part of the Can- 
adian Pacific to shirk its responsi- 
bilities or to fill its coffers to the ne- 
glect of the country.

The troubles with the new engine 
at the Strathcona power house, which 
has been tied up for the past three 
months owing to defects in the foun- 
dation, are not yet ended. 

That the new engine which Mayor 
Mills described as ‘‘a noble piece of 
machinery” had been tampered with 
during the time it was standing idle 
since they last were in the city, is 
the charge made by Messrs. Ross an 
Ingall, representatives of the Goldie- 
McCulloch Co., Ltd., who arrived Sun- 
day afternoon to be present at the 
start last night. 

The test was made shortly before 6 
o'clock and the streets last night were 
fully illumined by the arcs. But 
while to the ordinary citizen every- 
thing appeared to be working per- 
fectly, judging by outward appear. 
ances, there wae trouble at the seat of 
operations in the power house. 

There had assembled the represen- 
tatives of the company, the mayor, 
the fire and light committee and other 
members of the council board. As 
the steam was turned on and the 
giant piece of machinery began to re- 
spond it was evident to the inexperi- 
enced eye as well as to the experienc- 
ec machinist, that something was 
wrong. The mechanism did not work 
with the smoothness that had char- 
,oterized it at its first test and 
Vic ers. Ross and Ingall were not
